The main problem at Geneva, under 
the terms of Coolidge’s program, will 
be to fix the French and Italian sub- 
marine ratio and the total American 
and British cruiser strength.

British Cruiser Tonnage.

Stone Mountain, Ga., February 19. 
(Special.)—A verdict of suicide was 
returned here this afternoon by a 
coroner's jury that’ investigated the 
death of S. A. Brown, Covington citi- 
zen, whose body was found early to- 
day in a clumn of bushes on the south 
side of the mountain. ’ 


Btown’'s body was found by Henry 
Russell, who, .upon investigating the 
unusual actions of his dog, discovered 
the body with a gaping wound in the 
throat and a razor held in the right 
hand. Nearby was the coat, vest, tie, 
collar and hat of the dead man, piled 
in a-heap. The condition of the body, 
which was identified by D. L. Nelms, 
personal friend of 
Mr. Brown, indicated that he had been 
dead several days. 

Discovery of the body fulfilled 
Brown’s intention as expressed in a 
letter to his wife which she received 
last Friday evening. 

“Dear-wife: You will find me at 
Stone Mountain. It is more than I

Searchers fail- 
ed to discover any trace of the missing 
man and practically had abandoned 
the search when the discovery of the 
body was made. 

The conductor on a Georgia railroad 
passenger train reported that Brown 
WAS A passenger on the train Friday 
morning, traveling from Covington to 
Atlanta. This was further strength- 
ened by a message from R. W. 
Christian, an acquaintance of the 
family, who said he saw Mr. Brown 
in Atlanta early Saturday morning. 

While search had been made at 
Stone mountain for the body, it was 
hoped by the family that Mr. Brown 
was still in Atlanta and would he 
found alive and well.

‘SCHOOLS SLENG 


Memphis, Tenn., February 10.—(?) 
Believing that legislation which would 
“interfere with the proper teaching 


of science in american schools and 
colleges is futile and can serve no 
good,” the education association of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
went on record here today almost 
unanimously as opposed to such legis- 
lation. 

“We, the members of the education 
association of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, here put ourselves 
on record as opposed to all legisla- 
tion that would interfere with the 
proper teaching of science in American 
schools and colleges. 

“Whether we have been in position 
to form opinions on current scientific 
theories, or whatever opinions we have 
formed on these subjects, in any case, 
we are opposed to legislation because 
we believe it will be futile and can 
serve no good purpose,” reads the 
text of a resolution adopted with only 
two dissenting votes. 

The measure was introduced by Dr. 
W. P. Few, president of Duke uni- 
versity in North Carolina. When he 
iad read the brief document, a score 
or more were on their feet to second 
the motion that it be adopted. A 
vote was taken after only a_ short 
discussion, and a veritable boom of 
‘ayes’ was followed by a pair of 
“noes,” 

Those who affixed their signatures 
to the paper were: J. H. Reynolds, 
president of Hendrix college; Dr. 
D. M. Key, president of Millsaps col- 
lege; G. F. Winfield, newly elected 
president of the association and pres- 
ident of Lon Morris college, in Texas; 
W. E. Hogan, secretary of the Eduea- 
tional association; George HEI. Sexton, 
president of Seminary college, Shreve- 
port, La.; A. EK. Blackwell, Nashville; 
Guy S, Snaveley, president Birming- 
ham-Southern college; Briscoe Coster, 
Birmingham; J. L. Cannon, Arkansas; 
W. S. MeMurray. bishop of Missouri; 
W. LB. Few, president Duke university ; 
E. B. Chappell, Texas; H. W. Cox, 
president Kmory university. and H.

“The American government, as its 
representatives on the preparatory 
commission have repeatedly stated, 
feels that land and air armaments 
constitute essentially regional prob- 
lems to be solved primarily by region- 
al agreements. The American army 
and air force are at minimum strength. 
Agreement for land and air limitation 
in other regious of the world would not 
be dependent upon the reduction or 
limitation of American land and air 
forces. Therefore, the American g6v- 
ernment does not feel that it can ap- 
propriately offer definite suggestions 
to other powers in regard to the limi- 
tation of these catagories of arma- 
ment, 

“The problem of tne ffmitation of 
naval armament, while not regional ia, 
character, can be dealt with as a prac- 
tical matter by measrres affecting the 
navies of a limited group of powers. 
This has been clearly established by 
the success of the Washington treaty 
limiting naval armament. The Unit- 
ed States, as the initiator of the Wash-| 
ington conference, and as one of the| 
principal naval powers, has a direct | 
interest in this question, and, being 
both ready and willing to enter into an 
agreement further limiting naval arma-

“Discussions over a period of six 
months in !Geneva have been most 
usefu] in the opportunity afforded for 
an exchange of views as to the gen- 
eral problem of naval limitation, and 
on the basis of these discussions it is 
felt that there is a possibility of recon- 
ciling many of the divergent views 
which have been expressed in such 
a manner as to meet the requirements 
of the naval powers and enable them 
to decide @pon acceptable measures of 
limitation. 


“In order to advance definitely to- 
ward a limitation agreement, the gov- |

Success Desired. 


“The American government is not 
unmindful of the fact that the pre- 
paratory commission is not specifical- 
ly charged with the duty of coneclud- 
ing international agreements, and that 
its task is primarily that of prepar- 
ing the agend . for a conference to be 
called at a later date. Nevertheless, 
being sincerely desirous of the success 
of the preparatory commission, the 
American government makes this su:- 
gestion in the firm belief that the 
conclusion at Gevena, as soon as pos-

In addition, they will 
have full powers to negotiate defi- 
nitely regarding measures for further 
naval limitation, and, if they are able 
to reach agreemerit with the repte- 
sentatives of the other signatories of 
the Washington treaty, to conclude a 
convention embodying such agreement, 
in tentative or final form, as may be 
found practicable. ¢ 


“The American government earnest- 
ly hopes that the institution of such 
negotiations at Geneva may be agree- 
able to the governments of the British 
empire, France, Italy and Japan, and 
that comprehensive limitation of all 
types of naval armament may be 
brought into effect mong the principal 
naval powers without delay.”

Some Interesting Items. 

As compared with 100 as the level 
from 1909 to 1914 (pre-war) the pur- 
chasing power of the farmer’s products 
was 69 in 1921, when inflated farm 
values were highest, and was 89 in 
1925 when those same values were 
rated as lowest. The prices of non- 
agricultural commodities, such as 
farmers usually must buy were 167, 
compared with 100 for 1909-1914, and 
were 165 in 1925. The purchasing 
power of the ,farmer’s dollar in the 
gceneral markets was 60 cents in 1921

and was still 60 cents in 1925; hence 
he was better conditioned actually in 
1925-26 than he was in 1921 when he 
thought he was on the peak of his 
prosperity. 

Average farm wages, including 
board, were $47.24 per month in 1920, 
but were only in 1925; per 
day, exclusive of board, they were 
$3.56 in 1920 and only $2.46 in 1925. 

According to Dun’s index numbers, 
breadstuffs that the farmer might have 
to buy were 36.059 in 1925, but only 
29.717 in 1926; clothing was 38.334 
in 1925 and only 33.711 in 1926; 
metal; were 21.908 in 1925 and went 
up to 22.734 in 1926; and miscella- 
neous articles, mostly non-essentials, 
went from 36.049 to 37.159. 

So it seems quite apparent that 
the farmer was not faring radically 
worse than his fellow-citizens in other 
walks of life.

A certain rich man who was ap- 
parently, as the newspaper put it, in 
the best of health, ate a hearty din- 
ner and then lay down and died, from 
heart failure, ag the newspapers put 
it. A good many simple souls take 
such stories quite seriously, swallow- 
ing everything without mastication or 
analysis, including wonderffl ideas 
which the space writers work in by 
means of those trusty tools, “it is 
alleged,” “it is believed.” “it is 
hoped,” “it is rumored,” “an eminent 
specialists states,” or even “the white 
house spokesman expects.” 

New this rich man wasn't rich at 
all. He was a poor excuse, a good 
fellow with his club cronies, but a 
worthless fellow, nevertheless. His 
estate consisted of a heavily mort- 
gaged home, a _ business which had 
suffered seriously from neglect and 
bad management, and some life insur- 
ance—not a quarter of the sum the 
man should ‘leew provided for his 
family. So he was not a rich man 
in any sense of the word. He was 
a poor skate, nothing else. There are 
too many good fellows of his stripe 
cumbering the eart nd proclaiminz 
the right of persefial liberty and the 
iniquity of the constitution.

“Actual, definite figures as to their 
wealth are not available, that’s true, 
and the income tax indicates little. 
But 1 know approximately the extent 
of their holdings. 

“The estimate of the Ford wealth 
at a billion or more is much exag- 
gerated. In my opinion it does not 
pass $700,000,000 and has reached 
the crest. On the other hand, the 
Rockefeller fortune is certainly in the

MARY BROWNE 
TO BE RATED 
AS GOLF PRO 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
3 The Chicago Tribune.) 
New York, February 10.—Mary K. 


‘Browne will be classified as a golf 
professional at the annual meeting of 
the United States Golf association, in 
April, it was learned on_ reliable 
authority today. 

The basis for this action will be, 
according to officials of the associa- 
tion, that Miss Browne's tennis pro- 
fessionalism reflects adversely upon 
amateur golf. Although there is no 
provision in the by-laws of the U. 
S, G. A., which automatically brands 
a professional in any other sport as 
a professional in golf, the association 
will rule Miss Browne ineligible to 


take part in any amateur tournament 
directly under its auspices because it 
believes the public might suspect her 
of accépting remuneration for activity 
with mashie and niblick or traveling 
expenses as she does on the courts. 

‘his decision, of course, will ex- 
clude the world’s most versa@Je wom- 
an athlete from the women’s national 
golf championship at Cherry Valley, 
September 19 to 24. The primary pur- 
pose of her request for a ruling on 
her status was to determine whether 
she was eligible for that event. 


The grounds upon which Miss 
Browne will be classed as a _ profes- 
sional golfer is the following U. SB. 
G. A. regulation: 

‘The United States Golf associa- 
tion executive committee shall have 
the right of declaring ineligible to 
compete in any amateur tournament 
under its jurisdiction any amateur 
who, in its opinion, has received any 
consideration because of his or her 
skill at the game or who has acted 
in a manner detrimental to the best 


interests or to the spirit of the game.” 

The association believes Miss 
Browne’s case is covered by the last 
clause of this ruling. The executive 
committee interprets her competition 
as a professional in tennis as detri- 
mental to the best interests of golf. 

Another U. 8S. G. A. regulation for- 
bids amateur players, except members 
of the Walker cup team, to accept 
traveling expenses. As there is no 
unit in the women’s division of the 
game to correspond with the Walker 
cup team, this regulation means, as 
applied to women, that every woman 
solfer must travel at her own expense. 

The association feels that, inasmuch 
as Miss Browne undoubtedly would 
take part in professional tennis 
matches and would accept traveling 
expenses to the place in which they 
were held during the golf season, she 
would violate this regulation,

At the close of spring prac- 
tice last year Georgia played Ogle- 
thorpe in a benefit game. I realized 
it was contrary to the spirit and letter 
of the constitution to play that game, 
and that it was a mistake. I do not 
regret, however, playing it and am pos- 
itive that the executive committee 
would have granted gladly the request 
to play such a game. A former stu- 
dent was glesperately ill and needed 
help. The proceeds of the game were 
sent to him with the hope that he 
might be restored’te health. But that 
hope was in vain. No football game 
ever was played with a purer motive 
and it never was intended for this 
game to set a precedent for spring 
football games.” 

The Georgia-Oglethorpe game was 
the first such game played in the 
country and attracted attention every- 
where and many teams have indicated 
that similar games will be played this 
spring during or at the end of the 
spring training season.

OFFEREDINCOTTON 


Columbia, February 10.—(?)—Un- 
der the direction 6f J. I. Johnson, 
agent of the United States department 
of agriculture, the office ‘of the state 
warehouse commissioner here is now 
prepared to give expert and uniform 
grading service to cotton growers of 
the south, says an announcement by 
J. Clifton Rivers, warehouse commis- 
sioner, which is being made to the 
farmers and business men of South 
Carolina. . 

“I with to inform you,” says Mr. 
Rivers’ announcement to the growers 
and business men, “that the United 
States department of agriculture has 
placed an expert cotton classer with 
the South Carolina state warehouse 
department for the purpose of giving 
our people, under his direction, uni- 
form grading and stapling of any cot- 
ton they may have. 


“I wish to further announce to you 
that our new grading room in the new 
state office building is now complete 
and the warehouse department is now 
in every way prepared to furnish our 
people with grading and sampling 
services under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, by your furnishing me 
samples from your cotton bales. To 
be exact, it will be necessary that we 
have samples drawn from each side 
of the bale with a number between’ 
the two corresponding to .the number 
on the bale. Draw a liberal sample 
from each side, about one-half pound, 
not less than four ounces at least. 
Wrap the whole lot in strong paper 
and mail by parcel post with return 
address to J. Clifton Rivers, Colum- 
bia, S. C., and grading sheet showing 
the grade and length of staple will 
be mailed to you at once, 


“The value of this to you will be 
that you know what you have to sell 
and you can more intelligently offer 
it on the market. Lots of premium 
cotton is being sold for a great deal 
less than its worth in this state be- 
cause the people do not know what 
they have. This service will be ren- 
dered free of charge to any farmer or 
business man in the state. I hope 
you will take advantage of this op- 
portunity to have youf cotton classed 
by expert graders. Let me hear from 
you at once with samples of your 
cotton.” 


Sugar. 


New York, February 10.—Raw sugar was 
less active today and in absence of any 
aggressive demand prices eased off 1-32 
of a cent to the basis of 4.93 for Cuban, 
duty paid.

New York, February 10.—Wheeling

Traders who went short of Wheeling 
and Lake Erie received as severe pun- 
ishment as was ever given to the bears 
in the history of Wall street. As a 
result of the nervousness thus created 
on the part of large outstanding short 
interests in the stock market the bears 
arc now trying to cover on soft spots 
rather than follow their recent policy 
of going short on strong spots. This 
change in the attitude of professional 
traders, a great majority of whom are 
bearish on the stock market, was the 
outstanding feature of today’s market. 

U, S. Steel Decrease. 

Wall street was expecting a small 
change or at worst a small decrease in 
the January unfilled orderg statement 
of the United States Steel cbrporation 
published today at noon. The figures 
showed a decrease of 160,000 tons, 
which wiped out all of the 150,000- 
ton increase reported for December. 
This. unusually large loss in unfilled 
orders was all the more disappointing 
because it was generally known that 
the steel trade has been eutting prices 
to get business. The fact that the 
back-log of unfilled steel corporation 
orders dropped off in January despite 
the price cutting was used by profes- 
sional traders in the stock market 
short of stocks to hammer the market 
in an effort to cover. Some headway 
was being made by the bears when 
Baldwin was taken in hand and ad- 
vanced violently, starting a stampede 
of shorts in that stock that checked 
the decline going on elsewhere in the 
market, 

Pools in low-priced rails and in 
some industrial stocks are making the 
most of such leadership as heeling 
and Lake Erie and Baldwin to use 
strong-arm work to frighten the out- 
standing short interest in the stock 
market. While succeeding today there 
is a question as to whether such lea.- 
ership is good for the constructive side 
of the market. 

Copper Prices Higher. 

What has been going on in the 
industrial trade has also been going 
on In copper. Copper prices were 
fractions higher today but the cutting 
of copper prices to the lowest since 
the summer of 1924 has not brought in

ON GRAIN MARKET 


Chicago, Feb. 10.—(#)—Scarcity of 
offerings resulted in price upturns to- 
day for wheat. Reluctane to sell was 
accompanied by talk about falling off 
in primary receipts and by gossip that 
reserves southwest are as low at pres- 
ent as they generally are around April 
1. Wheat closed unsettled, 5-Se to lc 
net higher, corn and oats both show- 
ing 3-8 to 5-8. advance, and pro- 
visions unchanged to a rise of 12c. 

At first, wheat values tended to 
sag, reflecting advices of larger ship- 
ments from Argentina and also from 
Russia. Selling pressure here, however, 
soon lessened and buying subsequent- 
ly developed enough volume to keep 
the market pointing upward. This »-as 
especially the caz- in the final half 
hour when pit speculators who had 
been previously sellers reversed their 
market position. On the whole, never- 
theless, trade lacked volume and fluc 
tuations were narrow with but little 
attention being given today to Wash- 
ington legislative matters. 


Domesti¢ winter wheat prospects at- 
tracted more notice in various quar- 
ters, particularly Indiana reports ow- 
ing to entire disappearance of snow 
the wheat crop:is now exposed to 
danger of a sudden freeze. Some lead- 
ing authorities, though, contended that 
it is too early yet for positive opin- 
ions on the home crop outlook, that 
Texas, the earliest state, has ‘ncreased 
its acreage 25 per cent and that the 
countre’s winter crop as a rule has 
a plentiful moisture supply. 


Crop futures were in better general 
demand than of late, influenced by a 
rise in the cash corn trading: basis. 
Oats followed corn. 

Provisions tended upward, sympa- 
thizing with an upturn in the value 
of hogs.

Wearing the same gray in which 
they offered up their lives in 1862 
that an ideal might be preserved, sur- 
vivors of the war between the states 


will relive a chapter of that gremt con- 
flict in Atlanta tonight. 

They will sit apart and take no 
hand in the action, but their eyes will 
follow every movement with keen in- 
terest as Buster Keaton, famous film 
comedian, presents his interpretation 
of the famous Andrews railroad raid 
at Big Shanty, Ga., on April 12, 1862. 

For “The General,” Keaton’s half- 
million dollar production based on the 
historic raid, will be screened tonight 
before the veterans at the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home, through the courtesy 
of Loew’s Grand theater, where the 
picture is to be shown all next week, 
and through the cooperation of Major

When “The General,” as one of the 
engines in the roundhouse at Big Shan- 
ty was known. was stolen by the An- 
drews raiders, W. A. Fuller, in charge; 
Jeff Cain, engineer, and Anthony Mur- 
phy, foreman, were at breakfast in the 
Lacey house nearby, and the three 
chased the engine on foot. © Fuller, 
who was the father of W. A. Fuller, 
Jr., Atlanta attorney, outdistanced the 
others, chiefly because he was the 
champion runner of the railroad di- 
vision. In the picture, Keaton emu- 
lates Tuller. 

Another engine, “The Texas,” was 
then sent after the runaway engine 
and the famous race ensued. In the 
real race, Fuller performed a feat un- 
paralleled in history when he reached 
out of the cab window while the en- 
gine was going at full speed and, 
grabbing Edward Henderson, a tele- 
graph operator who was standing by 
the tracks, swung him aboard the cab. 

Much of the historie incident is re- 
tained in the film version and veterans 
are looking forward with interest to 
tonight’s entertainment. “The General” 
is Buster Keaton’s first independent 
film for United Artists release and is 
said to be his best.

George M. Napier, attorney general 
of Georgia, will take a vacation in 
Florida as soon as he recovers suf- 
ficiently from his present illness to 
make the trip, he said today in a 
statement.
